Gourds for Bird Nests 


Gourds are well suited for nesting quarters 
for birds, as they are weather-proof and easily 
prepared and fastened into place. To insure a 
variety of bird tenants, the entrance holes 
should be of different sizes, varying from one 
inch to two and one-half inches. The holes 
should be made well above the bottom of the 
gourd, to give space for nesting material and 
to prevent fledglings from leaving the nest too 
soon 


The Guinea Hen Is Known by Her Cry 


Male and female guinea fowl differ so little 
in appearance that persons inexperienced in 
raising these birds may find they are keeping 
more males than females for breeding stock 
The surest way to tell them apart, says the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, is by their 
cries. That of the female resembles “ buck- 
| wheat, buc kwheat”, and is very different 
\from the one-syllable shriek of the male 
When excited, both sexes utter cries of one 
syllable, but the male never imitates the 
“buckwheat” cry. 


Wintering Farm Horses 


The farm horse should be wintered econo 
| nomically, but kept in a thrifty condition, It 
| is bad management to let the horse lose weight 
| in the winter and then feed him heavily just 
before the rush of spring work. The liberal 
use of roughages, supplemented with other 
nutritious feed, will keep the horse thrifty 
during the winter. Farm horses, except brood 
mares or growing stock, do well on a ration 
made up chiefly of the coarser hays, straw, or 
corn fodder. Cornstalks, grain-stubble flelds, 
or pastures which were not grazed closely in 
summer, may well furnish most of the winter 
feed. The drinking of a large amount of pure 
water will increase the utilization of the 
roughages.

: Learn to know theattachmentsof your sew 
ing machine and how to use them. Keep your 
tensions adjusted to the kind of material you 
are using. Use good needles and the right size 
for your thread and the material to be used 

Serve foods which have to be carved on 
platters large enough to allow the one who 
carves free play. Never place around a roast 
foods which are lilely to have their appearancf 
spoiled in carving, or get in the way of the 
carver : 

Tin and enamelware cooking utensils 
which have food stuck to them may be cleaned 
by boiling them in a weak solution of washing 
soda, Never use soda on aluminum ware 
Steel wool or fine scouring powder is the best 
to use on aluminum. 

Fruit whips can be made of any fruit pulp 
of pronounced flavor and color. Heat the fruit 
pulp to dissolve the added sugar, and com 
bine while hot with the stiffly beaten egg 
whites so as to cook the eggs partially and 
give body to the mixture. After the fruit pulp 
has been combined with the egg whites, and 
sugar, the mixture may be baked if desired 
When baked in a dish surrounded by water in 
a very slow oven (225 degrees to 250 degrees 
Farehnheit) for about one hour, the whip 
should not fall, and may be served either hot 
or cold, Or, fruit whips may be served as soon 
as mixed without cooking. Whipped cream is 
a delicious addition to cold fruit whips. 
Prunes and apricots make especially good 
fruit whips. Leaflet 39, “Eggs at Any Meal”, 
which may be had free from the U. S. De 
partment of Agriculture, tells how to make 
these desserts.

The curative and beneficial value of the sun 
is due not only to the heat but also to the 
light given off. Light is an antiseptic and a} 
stimulant, In certain doses it builds up re- 
sistance and gives vigor. The light of the sun | 
also acts as a mental stimulus. On a bright 
sunshiny day our spirits are gayer and we feel | 
glad we're alive. | 

The sun on the other hand may have an} 
opposite effect. Under some circumstances | 
and in too sudden or pt slonged doses it will 
produce headache, fever, slet plessness, loss of 
appetite, and weariness. Anyone who has 
uffered from a severe sunburn knows only | 
too well that something serious has happened | 


to his whole system as well as to his skin 
which may have blistered. 
Because of all the recent interest in sun 


baths and sunshine treatment and for the 
benefit of the growing number of radiation 
fans it may be interesting to explain briefly 
why the sun has these various attirbutes. | 
Sunlight, as we see it, is only a very small part | 
of the radiation given off by the sun When 
the visible light from the sun passes through a 
glass prism it is broken up into its component 
parts to form the well-known spectrum of | 
colors—red, orange, yellow, green, blue, 
indigo, and violet. Scientists have proved | 
that peyond the violet rays there are invisible 
rays or ultraviolet rays. It is these rays that | 
are as important if not more so lor 
conditions than the visible rays 
Although Herodotus in the fifth century | 
B.C., taught the use of sunlight as a treat- 
ment for certain diseases, it remained for Dr 
Rollier of Switzerland to connect the physical 
benefits of the ultraviolet rays with the 
ancient knowledge of sun cures. He discove red 
that these ultraviolet rays were more elfective 
in higher, clearer altitudes—that ultraviolet | 
radiation became greatly diminished in con- | 
gested smoky cities.

E. I Free ina 
recent article on ‘These Ultra Violet Ray 
in ** Harpe Magazine” says that the arti 
ficial sunlamps threaten to become as com 
article of household furniture a 
vacuum cleaners. He also says that instead of 
depending on them a better plan would be to 
spend a few minutes in the outdoor sun. Ten 
minutes in the sun out-of-doors is of as much 
value as hours spent with most of the sub 
stitutes. It must be remembered for the 
ent that they are still but a recent inven 
tion.

Excesses — Bond Prices Should Improve 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, December 
20, 1929. ‘Too much credit is just as bad for 
business as too little. Hence, we should wel- 
come the redistribution of world credit that is 
now going on, The fundamental cause of past 
excessive speculation and the ensuing drastic 
smash in stocks was an over supply of credit 
in this country. Paradoxical as it may seem, 
the high money rates experienced last sum- 
mer were really caused by too much credit 
two years ago. Credit, like'an individus al, gets 
into mischief when it he isn't enough real work 
to do. We have gathered since the war, about 
one-half of the total world’s gold supply, thus 
affording an enormous basis for the expansion 
of bank credit. Legitimate business did not 
need it all. Consequently it was utilized, in 
the form of call loans, to boost stock market 
prices to ridiculously high levels through 
margin operations 

Despite the efforts of the Federal Reserve 
Board to prevent this situation, they soon 
found that they had very little control over 
it. Human nature triumphed. The surplus 
credit was utilized in speculation to such an 
extent that severe money stringency re- 
sulted, Stock market liquidation was the only 
way this situation could be corrected. The 
violence of the decline was proportionate to 
the recklessness of the advance. Money rates 
fell precipitately with the liquidation of 
brokers’ loans. Our money rates are no longer 
attractive to foreign capital and hence it is 
now returning back home in large volume 


Maintenance of Status Quo in Money 
Rates 


I expect this withdrawal of foreign bal- 
ances and a coming period of gold exports will 
check the decline in interest rates. I expect to 
see plenty of money for legitimate business 
purposes in 1930, Those who are looking for 
much lower rates than at present, however, 
are likely to be disappointed. Foreign money 
attracted here by the high interest rates of the 
past year is being, and will continue to be 
withdrawn, Gold exports are anticipated in 
increasing quantities. The sharp upward 
movement of sterling and other foreign ex 
changes, indicates we are reaching the gold 
export point. In fact, sterling is now quoted 
at a premium over dollars, whereas before the 
stock market crash it was at a substantial 
discount. France is withdrawing gold bal- 
ances both from New York and London 
German money is also being withdrawn. This 
export movement of capital is expected to 
continue for some time, eventually bringing 
the export balance to some proportions 

However, there is little cause for worry 
over a fairly sizeable loss of this country’s 
gold holdings, partic ularly in view of the 
reduced demand for funds here. The Federal 
Reserve banks are able at any time to pur 
chase government securities which they can 
substitute in part for losses in gold reserves. 
Also the money coming to this country from 
abroad on foreign investments, and our in- 
creasing merchandise export balance, will 
tend to offset gold withdrawals. Hence, it 
seems likely that money rates may be stabi- 
lized for a time around present figures. On the 
other hand, extreme ease in rates is not anti- 
cipated, while this redistribution of credit is 
underway. 


Moreover, banks are going to hand out 
credit more conservatively and are going to 
inquire more carefully into the uses to which 
the money is put. Nevertheless, the situation 
is far better for business than it we is during the 
past summer when time money was obtain 
able only at nine per cent or over, and short 
term loans were bringing six per cent or more, 
Now, time rates are quoted at 4 3-4 to 5 
per cent and prime commercial paper at 5 
to 5 1-4 per cent, revealing the most rapid 
decline in rates that has ever occurred in our 
financial history,

The return of this money to 
Europe will increase their ability to buy our 
exports. Stimulation of foreign buying poy 


is one of the most helpful developmer it fot 
American business. It means that Europeans 
will not have to wait until they have floated 
loans in the United States in order to obtain 
money to develop their industries and to buy 
our goods, They can go ahead and do that 
with the money which is now returning from 
Wall Street. 

Money Will Move to the 

While Wall Street will probably always be 
the financial center of the United States, it 
will no longer enjoy a monopoly of credit 
There must be a redistribution of money from 
New York to the interior of the country. The 
member banks of the Middlewest and west 
still have heavier rediscounts at the Reserve 
banks than those of the New York area. 
These heavier borrowings reveal! the need for 
movement of credit to the West, and this 
movement will undoubtedly take place dur- 
ing the coming months. So long as ten per 
cent call money in Wall Street was attracting 
funds from all over the country there was no 
possibility of relieving the stringency of in 
terior credit conditions, but with call money 
rates at 4 1-2 per cent little difficulty should 
be encountered in moving funds from New 
York to other sections. The agricultural areas 
of the south and west should benefit from 
easier money as the result of this redistribu 
tion. 


Bond Prices Should 

While I do not anticipate muc 
ey rates than at present for some time to 
come, the current levels are low enough to 
stimulate a substantial advance in bond 
prices. It is significant that government bonds 
are now selling three to four points lower than 
they were in the previous low money period 
reached in 1927. Many high-grade industrial, 
public utility, and railroad bonds are selling 
out of line with the new money conditions 
They offer excellent yields and a chance for 
moderate appreciation. 

Furthermore, I believe that any indication 
of the stock market running wild would bring 
prompt action from the banking authorites 
to make funds harder to obtain for specula 
tive purposes. On the other hand, every effort
